Remarks and Arguments 

Claims 25-32, 43-48 and 57-61were pending in this application. Claim 26 has 
been cancelled. Claims 25, 45, and 48 have been amended. Claims 25, 27-32, 43-48 
and 57-61 are now pending in this application. 

Allowable Claims/Subject Matter 

Applicants note with appreciation the Examiner's indication of the allowability of 
claims 57-61 and 26, 30, 43, and 44, which were objected to for being dependent on a 
base claim. 

Applicants have amended claim 25 to incorporate the limitation of claim 26, 
which has been cancelled. Claim 43, which was objected to for being dependent on a 
base claim, is already in independent form and currently recites an alkylene imine 
polymer. Claims 45 and 48 have been amended to recite an alkylene imine polymer. 
By these amendments, Applicants respectfully submit that the claims are now in 
condition for allowance. 

CONCLUSION
